When.I was a boy in western 
New York we used to watch the 
southern horizon whenever a 
thunderstorm  jcame sweeping 
down along the lake shore. We 
watched for tthe red glow in the 
sky that marked the fiery end of 
another farm building on the low 
hills a couple of miles from the 
lake, But it was not only on rainy 
nights that the fire siren scream- 
ed to warn of another farm fire, 
In that little town, as in towns 
all over America, fire took its aw- 
ful tol of life and property, year 
in and year out, And almost all of 
these fires could have ibeen ipre- 
vented by simple, common sense 
precautions. 

There was our neighbor who 
lived at the four corners, One 
winter night he heard an unnatur- 
al crackling in the living room 


of tthe local fire department un- 
covered the cracked chimney re- 
sponsible for the blaze. A half 
day's work would have made the 
chimney safe. To rebuild the house 
took several months. 

Even closer to home, a woman 
used her apron instead of a holder 
to Hft a teakettle from an open 
top gas range, She had done it 
thousands of times: this time she 
died from the resulting burns. I 
saw it happen and it is not a 
memory that time can erase. 

Four miles away, in a t 
served ‘by an excellent fire de- 
partment, & woman and her daugh- 
ter poured two gallons of gaso- 
line Into an electrle washing ma- 
chine, put in some dresses and 
started the machine. They were 
buried three days later, No fire de- 
partment can protect you against 
your own gross carelessness. 

As fires go, all of these were 
small, But all were tragedies to

But we didn't know the half of it 
then. 


incredible that more was not done 
fo break down the cartel system be- 
fore, 

The simplest definition of a cartel 
{s a monopoly and {ts most obvious 
effect {is to gouge the consumer 
with monopolistic prices, A chemi- 
cal plastic which can be sold to com- 
mercial moulders at 85 cents a 
pound, costs dentists $45.00 a pound, 
Same stwf. Atabrine, a synthetic 
substitute for quinine, sold to the gov- 
ernment, presumably at a profit, at 
$4.50 for a thousand tablets, by a 
company with a cartel~controlled 
patent, under a contract that will 
end six months after the war. Ata- 
brine costs you and me $12.00 per 
thousand tablets, 

Another feature of some cartels in- 
volved patent-leasing and this prac- 
tice has resulted in most of the furor 
today because, by means of {nter- 
national cartels, both Germany and 
Japan got hold of secrets of value 
in the war. 

For example, the American Bosch 
corporation provided its German 
afMiiiate with information developed 
by the signal corps of the army 
which the German army used as the 
basis for radio communication be- 
tween tanks and ground and air 
forces, The Bosch company got the 
information in the form. of specifi- 
cations In army contracts on which 
it was bidding, 


Government Moves 
To Smash System 


Naturally the government had to

The gan- 
gtene was cut away, and it was 
seen that he would pull through, 
He was moved next day to an- 
other fickt hospital, and then 
three days later he was evacu- 
ated ta England by air, 

You may remember that when we 
got him out of his wrecked plane he 
asked the date and sald his wed- 
ding anniversary was only three 
days away and he hoped to make 
it back to England for that. He was 
nearer right than we bad thought. 
He arrived in England one day 
after the anniversary. 

After that he was in an Ameri- 
ean Heneral hogpital for 16 days. Ag 
his wife says, he was treated like 
“my lord.” He was their prize pa- 
tient, And then he was removed to 
the RAF hospital where he fs now 
and will be for a long time to come, 
His wife and baby comie to see him 
twiee a week, 

IMs present condition ts this: 

His back is still painful but is heal- 
ing excellently. Unfortunately he has 
to le on it, because of his shattered 
leg being in a rack. 

His right hand, on whieh a bullet 
had cut the fingers (0 the bone, is 
out of the bandage now but is still 
very tender, 

His right lew, whieh was aot 
wounded at all, i4 giving hint 
trouble. Because of lying for 
eight days In one positton, with 
the leg bent and. pressure on 
certala nerves, he has lost cote 
trol over his foot. He can move 
the leg all vright, but the foot 
just flops around. ‘The doctors

His left tog ts the worst problem, 
As you may recall, His left foot 
waa pinned under the rudder bar all 
that time, and the calf of his leg 
had a shell hole in it.

So many federal criminal laws 
have been enacted in the past 50 
years to cope with the increase in 
crime that today the federal dis- 
trict courts try 90 criminal cases 
for every 100 civil cases, says Col-
